Nozzle arrangement for generating a spray of fluid comprise a body defining a 
flow passageway. (10), which receives fluid from a supply via an inlet (11 or 12) 
and is configured to present a plurality of chambers (13, 16, 20) separated by 
constrictions such as (15, 17) .
